While the rains this week may have 
solved many ot the problems of some 
of the cotton farmers in the area but 
many we are 
sure still do not have 
enough moisture. The whole situation 
still hinges on whether or not we get 
more general rains, in the 
days ahead. 


We received the following infor­ 
mation this past weekend 
from the 
Rolling 
Plains 
Cotton 
Growers, 
Inc. 
that we are passing on. Since we have 
a hard time keeping up with our own 
business and its rules and regulations 
we do not pretend to understand the 
government regulations concerning the 
farmers and therefore just pass along 
what is given us. 


"With drouth 
conditions prevailing 
over much of the Rolling Plains and 
cotton planting time fast getting aw ay 
from us, all decisions on whether to 
dry plant or not to plant at all should 
be based on a thorough understanding 
of the rules that govern each particular 
situation", 
said 
Charles Stenholm, 
executive vice president of R. P. C. G. 
‘'Every Rolling Plains 
farmer 
should 
check with his local county ASCS office 
to be certain that 
he is meeting 
all 
requirements and has all the necessary 
information. 
"There is one particular require­ 
ment 
especially 
important 
to 
farms 
with proven yields," 
continued Sten­ 
holm, 'All farms with proven yields 
and - or who intend to have proven 
yields in the future should pay par­ 
ticular attention to the rule that says 
you must have production in each or 
the preceeding three base years 
in 
order to qualify for a proven yield for 
your farm. If you do rot have any 
production in 1967, you will lose your 
proven yield in 1969, 1970 and 1971. 
"Even if it is too dry to plant your 
cotton, it will pay you to plant .1 (one 
tenth) of an acre or more in a work­ 
manlike manner and irrigate it in any 
manner that you can in order to secure 
some production (one-tenth pound or 
more) in 1967. 
" As ridiculous as this may sound 
this 
one 
act may 
put 
hundreds of 
dollars into a lot of 
farmers' 
pockets 
in 
future years" continued Stenholm. 
"So even if it is too dry to plant like 
you want to, figure out some way to 
make a little cotton somehow. Then 
when 1969 rolls around and you are 
not satisfied with your county yield. 
you can 
bring in 
your 
production 
records and secure 
a proven yield 
based on what you. 
have 
actually 


made.
